In 1929 when the state was beginning to feel 


the pinch of declining revenues Howard Reed, 
whose duty it was to make budget recommenda- 
tions to the legislature, instead of warning the 
representatives and senators to reduce expenses, 
advised them in this fashion:

mills to 10, the constitutional limit.

As you know, Governor Futrell in 1933 took 


the path Howard Reed failed to take in 1929. 


The governor has cut automobile licenses in 


half, he has refunded a state debt that threatened 
to throw back upon farm homes the road im- 
provement district taxes that existed prior to 
1927, and he has reduced the running expense of 
the whole government one-half. 


As regards the school crisis Governor Futrell 


is no I-Wish-Man. 


A realist, he has faced the issue first by pro- 


cosing a state guarantee of AT LEAST six 
months' school through the eighth grade, leaving 
the local community to take care of the high 
school.

Before leaving for Magnolia Thurs- 


day afternoon Mr. Atkins issued this 
statement covering his platform and 
the issues of the congressional cam- 
paign:

In the world there are on billion six 
hundred million (1,600,000,000) who are 
without necessary food and clothing. 
Our President, with the deepest sym- 
pahty for suffering humanity, is en- 
deavoring to relieve the distressed 
conditions that exist. Unquestionably 
he has the greatest responsibility that 
has ever rested on the shoulders of 
any executive, and needs the hearty 
support and co-operation of Con- 
gress and the people. I favor and 
will support legislation to open the 
channels of commerce, national and 
international, to the end that business 
may be restored to normal conditions 
and the buying power restored to the 
people. 


"I favor rigid economy in Govern- 


ment. Every department should be 
audited. 
Worthwhile departments 


should be. consolidated and useless of- 
fices, bureaus ( boards and commis- 
sions should be abolished. Expenses 
should always be kept within allot- 
ment, determined on a budget basis 
where expenditures can never exceed 
income.

order to receive them by ginning time, 
which will not be long," Mr. Stanley 
said.

Secretary of the Treasury said the 
mints woold he directed to receive 
any and all silver in the United States. 


The order does not affect domestic' 


silver mined since December 31, last 
eyar, which may be delivered to the 
mints under the proclamation of that 
date. 


All other silver situated in the Unif- 


ed States on August 9 must be de- 
livered to the mints within 90 days.

Use of Baking Soda 


Baking soda by itself is not ordin- 


arily to be recommended as a leaven, 
although it often is used alone and 


atisfactorily, too, in making ginger 
brcadr, spice and chocolate cakes and 
ookios. 
There's always a 
question 
about 


vhether soda should be used dry and 
ifted with the dry ingredients or 
mixed with liquid and added the last 
hinp before baking. If you mix and 
ut the dry ingredients thoroughly, 
epcating the process several times 
until you are suro that the soda is 
venly distributed through the flour, 
foil will find the result satisfactory, 
f it isn't thoroughly mixed and sift- 
d you will find tiny brown spots 
.irough your baked stuff. The pro- 
dutc will not be light and the brown 
spots will have a bitter, unpleasant 
tas-te. When (he soda is moistened in 
a liquid there's no danger of insuffi- 
cient mixing although some of the 
leavening gases escape 
before 
they 


can act on the mixture to be baked.
